Sec. 16D 2. Definitions. As used in this Article,
unl ess the context otherw se indicates:

(a) "Conputer"” neans a device that accepts, processes,
stores, retrieves or outputs data, and includes but is not
limted to auxiliary storage and tel econmunications devices
connected to conputers.

(a-5) "Conmputer network" neans a set of related, renptely
connected devi ces and any comuni cations facilities including
nmore than one conputer with the capability to transmt data
anong them t hrough the conmmunications facilities.

(b) "Computer programt or "progrant neans a series of
coded instructions or statenents in a formacceptable to a
conput er whi ch causes the conputer to process data and supply
the results of the data processing.

(b-5) "Conputer services" neans conput er tinme or
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servi ces, i ncl udi ng data processing services, Internet
services, electronic mail services, el ectronic nmessage
servi ces, or information or data stored in connection
therew th.

(c) "Data" neans a representation of i nformati on,

know edge, facts, concepts or instructions, including program
docunentation, which 1is prepared in a formalized manner and
is stored or processed in or transmtted by a conputer. Data
shal | be considered property and may be in any formincluding
but not I|imted to printouts, nagnetic or optical storage
medi a, punch cards or data stored internally in the nmenory of
the conputer

(c-5) "Electronic mail service provider"” means any person
who (1) is an internmediary in sending or receiving electronic
mail and (2) provides to end-users of electronic mail
services the ability to send or receive electronic mail.

(d) In addition to its nmeaning as defined in Section
15-1 of this Code, "property" nmeans: (1) electronic inpulses;
(2) el ectronically pr oduced dat a; (3) confidenti al,
copyrighted or proprietary i nformation; (4) private

identification codes or nunbers which permt access to a

conputer by authorized conputer users or generate billings to
consuners for purchase of goods and services, including but
not limted to credit card transacti ons and

t el ecommuni cati ons services or permt electronic fund
transfers; (5) software or prograns in either machine or
human readable form or (6) any other tangi ble or intangible
itemrelating to a conputer or any part thereof.

(e) "Access" neans to use, instruct, comrunicate wth,
store data in, retrieve or intercept data from or otherw se
utilize any services of a conputer.

(f) "Services" includes but is not limted to conputer
time, data mani pul ati on or storage functions.

(g) "Vital services or operations" neans those services
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or operations required to provide, operate, nmaintain, and
repair net wor k cabling, transmssion, distribution, or
conputer facilities necessary to ensure or protect the public
health, safety, or welfare. Public health, safety, or
wel fare include, but are not limted to, services provided by
medi cal personnel or i nstitutions, fire departnents,
energency services agencies, national defense contractors,
armed forces or mlitia personnel, private and public utility
conpani es, or |aw enforcenent agenci es.

(h) A person "uses" a conputer or conputer network when

he or she attenpts to cause or causes:

(1) a conputer or conputer network to performor to

stop perform ng conputer operations;

(2) the wthholding or denial of the use of a

conputer, a conputer network, a conputer program dat a,

or software to anot her user; or

(3) a person to put false information into a

procedures, and associ ated docunentati on concerned with data

or with the operation of a conputer, conputer program or

conput er networKk.

(a) A person conmts the offense of conputer tanpering
when he knowingly and wthout the authorization of a

(1) knowingly uses a conputer or conputer network

wth the intent to falsify or forge electronic nai

transm ssion infornation or other routing information in

any manner in_connection with the transm ssion of

unsolicited bulk electronic mmil through or into the

conputer network of an electronic mail service provider

or its subscribers; or

(2) knowi ngly sel |l s, Qi ves, or ot herw se

distributes or possesses with the intent to sell, qive,

or distribute software that: (i) is prinarily designed or

produced for the purpose of facilitating or enabling the

falsification of electronic mail transm ssion information

or other routing information; (ii) has only limted

commercially significant purpose or use other than to

facilitate or enable the falsification of electronic nuai

transm ssion information or other routing information; or

(iii) 1s marketed by that person acting alone or with
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another for use in facilitating or enabl i ng t he

falsification of electronic mail transm ssion information

or other routing infornmation.

(b) Sentence.

(1) A person who conmts a violation of subsection

(a) is quilty of a Cass A nisdenmeanor.

(2) A personis quilty of a Class 4 felony if he or

she commits a violation of subsection (a) and:

Sec. 16D 6. Forfeiture. 1. Any person who conmts the

of fense of transm ssion of unsolicited bulk electronic nmai

as set forth in Section 16D-4.1 or conputer fraud as set

forth in Section 16D-5 shall forfeit, according to the
provisions of this Section, any nonies, profits or proceeds,
and any interest or property which the sentencing court
det erm nes he has acquired or mintained, directly or
indirectly, in whole or in part, as a result of such offense.
Such person shall also forfeit any interest in, security,
cl ai m agai nst, or contractual right of any kind which affords
him a source of influence over any enterprise which he has
establ i shed, operated, controlled, conducted or participated
in conducting, where his relationship to or connection with
any such thing or activity directly or indirectly, 1in whole
or in part, is traceable to any itemor benefit which he has

obt ai ned or acquired through conputer fraud or transm ssion

of unsolicited bulk electronic mail.

Proceedings instituted pursuant to this Section shall be

subj ect to and conducted in accordance with the follow ng
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pr ocedur es:

(a) The sentencing court shall, wupon petition by the
prosecuting agency, whether it is the Attorney General or a
State's Attorney, at any tine foll ow ng sentencing, conduct a
heari ng to determne whether any property or property
interest is subject to forfeiture under this Section. At the
forfeiture hearing the People of the State of Illinois shal
have the burden of establishing, by a preponderance of the
evi dence, that the property or property interests are subject
to such forfeiture.

(b) In any action brought by the People of the State of
II'linois wunder this Section, the circuit courts of Illinois
shall have jurisdiction to enter such restraining orders,
injunctions or prohibitions, or to take such other action in
connection wth any real, personal, or mxed property or
other interest subject to forfeiture, as they shall consider
proper.

(c) In any action brought by the People of the State of
I1linois wunder this Section, wherein any restraining order,
injunction or prohibition or any other action in connection
with any property or interest subject to forfeiture under
this Section is sought, the circuit court presiding over the
trial of the person or persons charged with conputer fraud or

transm ssion of unsolicited bulk electronic mail shall first

determ ne whether there is probable cause to believe that the
person or persons so charged have coommitted the offense of

conputer fraud or the offense of transm ssion of unsolicited

bul k electronic mail and whether the property or interest 1is

subject to forfeiture pursuant to this Section. In order to
make this determnation, prior to entering any such order,
the court shall conduct a hearing without a jury, where the
Peopl e shall establish: (1) probable cause that the person or
persons so charged have commtted the offense of conputer

fraud or the offense of transm ssion of unsolicited bul k
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electronic nail, and (2) probable cause that any property or

interest may be subject to forfeiture pursuant to this
Section. Such hearing nmay be conducted sinultaneously with a
prelimnary hearing if the prosecution is comenced by
information or conplaint, or by notion of the People at any
stage in the proceedings. The court may enter a finding of
probabl e cause at a prelimnary hearing followng the filing
of an information charging the offense of conputer fraud or

the offense of transm ssion of unsolicited bul k el ectronic

mail or the return of an indictnent by a grand jury charging

the offense of conmputer fraud or the offense of transm ssion

of unsolicited bulk electronic nmail as sufficient evidence of

probabl e cause for purposes of this Section. Upon such a
finding, the circuit court shall enter such restraining
order, injunction or prohibition, or shall take such other
action in connection with any such property or other interest
subject to forfeiture under this Section as is necessary to
insure that such property is not renmoved from the
jurisdiction of the court, conceal ed, destroyed or otherw se
di sposed of by the owner or holder of that property or
interest prior to a forfeiture hearing under this Section.
The Attorney GCeneral or State's Attorney shall file a
certified copy of such restraining order, injunction or other
prohibition with the recorder of deeds or registrar of titles
of each county where any such property of the defendant may
be located. No such injunction, restraining order or other
prohibition shall affect the rights of any bona fide
purchaser, nortgagee, judgnent creditor or other |ienhol der
arising prior to the date of such filing. The court may, at
any time, upon verified petition by the defendant, conduct a
hearing to release all or portions of any such property or
interest which the court previously determ ned to be subject
to forfeiture or subject to any restraining or der,

injunction, prohibition or other action. The court my
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rel ease such property to the defendant for good cause shown
and within the sound discretion of the court.

(d) Upon conviction of a person under Section 16D-4.1 or

Section 16D-5, the court shall authorize the Attorney Ceneral
to seize and sell all property or other interest declared
forfeited under this Act, unless such property is required by
law to be destroyed or is harnful to the public. The court
may order the Attorney Ceneral to segregate funds from the
proceeds of such sale sufficient: (1) to satisfy any order
of restitution, as the court may deem appropriate; (2) to
satisfy any legal right, title, or interest which the court
deens superior to any right, title, or interest of the
defendant at the time of the comm ssion of the acts which
gave rise to forfeiture under this Section; or (3) to satisfy
any bona-fide purchaser for value of the right, title, or
interest in the property who was w thout reasonable notice
that the property was subject to forfeiture. Foll owi ng the
entry of an order of forfeiture, the Attorney Ceneral shal
publish notice of the order and his intent to dispose of the
property. Wthin the 30 days follow ng such publication, any
person may petition the court to adjudicate the validity of
his alleged interest in the property.

After the deduction of all requisite expenses of
adm ni stration and sal e, t he Attorney Ceneral shal
distribute the proceeds of such sale, along with any nobneys
forfeited or seized as foll ows:

(1) 50% shall be distributed to the wunit of |oca
governnent whose officers or enpl oyees conduct ed t he

i nvestigation into conput er fraud or transm ssion_ of

unsolicited bulk electronic mail and caused the arrest or

arrests and prosecution leading to the forfeiture. Amounts
distributed to units of |ocal governnent shall be wused for
training or enforcenent purposes relating to detection,

investigation or prosecution of financial crinmes, including
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conputer fraud and transm ssi on of unsolicited bul k

el ectronic mai | . I n t he event, however, that the

i nvestigation, arrest or arrests and prosecution leading to
the forfeiture were undertaken solely by a State agency, the
portion provided hereunder shall be paid into the State
Police Services Fund of the Illinois Departnment of State
Police to be wused for training or enforcenent purposes
relating to detection, investigation or prosecution of

financial crinmes, including conputer fraud and transm ssion

of unsolicited bulk electronic mail.

(2) 50% shall be distributed to the county in which the
prosecution and petition for forfeiture resulting in the
forfeiture was instituted by the State's Attorney, and
deposited in a special fund in the county treasury and
appropriated to the State's Attorney for use in training or
enforcenent purposes relating to detection, investigation or
prosecution of financial crinmes, including conputer fraud and

transm ssion of unsolicited bulk electronic mil. Were a

prosecution and petition for forfeiture resulting in the
forfeiture has been naintained by the Attorney GCeneral, 50%
of the proceeds shall be paid into the Attorney Ceneral's
Financial Crime Prevention Fund. Were the Attorney General
and the State's Attorney have participated jointly in any
part of the proceedings, 25% of the proceeds forfeited shal
be paid to the county in which the prosecution and petition
for forfeiture resulting in the forfeiture occurred, and 25%
shall be paid to the Attorney General's Financial Crine
Prevention Fund to be used for the purposes as stated in this
subsecti on.

2. \Were any person conmmts a felony under any provision
of this Code or another statute and the instrunentality used
in the conm ssion of the offense, or in connection with or in
furtherance of a schenme or design to commt the offense, is a

conputer owned by the defendant or if the defendant is a
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m nor, owned by his or her parents or |egal guardian, the
conputer shall be subject to the provisions of this Section.
However, in no case shall a conputer, or any part thereof, be
subject to the provisions of the Section if the conputer
accessed in the comm ssion of the offense is owed or | eased
by the victimor an innocent third party at the time of the
comm ssion of the offense or if the rights of creditors,
i enhol ders, or any person having a security interest in the
conputer at the tinme of the comm ssion of the offense shal
be adversely affected.

(a) Any person, whether or not a citizen or resident of
this State, who in person or through an agent does any of the
acts hereinafter enunerated, thereby submts such person,
and, if an individual, his or her personal representative, to
the jurisdiction of the courts of this State as to any cause
of action arising fromthe doing of any of such acts:

(1) The transaction of any business wthin this
St at e;

(2) The commssion of a tortious act within this
St at e;

(3) The ownership, use, or possession of any real
estate situated in this State;

(4) Contracting to insure any person, property or
risk located within this State at t he tinme of
contracting;

(5 Wth respect to actions of dissolution of

marriage, declaration of invalidity of marriage and | egal
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separation, t he mai nt enance in this State of a
matrinonial domcile at the tinme this cause of action
arose or the commssion in this State of any act giving
rise to the cause of action;

(6) Wth respect to actions brought wunder the
II'linois Parentage Act of 1984, as now or hereafter
anended, the performance of an act of sexual intercourse
within this State during the possi bl e peri od of
concepti on;

(7) The making or performance of any contract or
prom se substantially connected with this State;

(8) The performance of sexual intercourse wthin
this State which is clained to have resulted in the
conception of a child who resides in this State;

(9 The failure to support a child, spouse or
former spouse who has continued to reside in this State
since the person either fornerly resided with them in
this State or directed themto reside in this State;

(10) The acquisition of ownership, possession or
control of any asset or thing of value present wthin
this State when ownership, possession or control was
acqui r ed;

(11) The breach of any fiduciary duty wthin this
St at e;

(12) The performance of duties as a director or
of ficer of a corporation organized under the laws of this
State or having its principal place of business wthin
this State;

(13) The ownership of an interest in any trust
adm nistered wwthin this State; of

(14) The exercise of powers granted under the
authority of this State as a fiduciary; or

(15) The use of a conputer or conputer network

(b) A court may exercise jurisdiction in any action
arising within or without this State agai nst any person who:

(1) |Is a natural person present wwthin this State
when served;

(2) Is a natural person domciled or resident
within this State when the cause of action arose, the
action was comenced, or process was served;

(3) |Is a corporation organized under the |laws of
this State; or

(4) Is a natural person or corporation doing
business within this State.

(c) A court may al so exercise jurisdiction on any other
basis now or hereafter permtted by the Illinois Constitution
and the Constitution of the United States.

(d) Service of process upon any person who is subject to
the jurisdiction of the courts of this State, as provided in
this Section, nay be made by personally serving the sunmons
upon the defendant outside this State, as provided in this
Act, with the sane force and effect as though summons had
been personally served within this State.

(e) Service of process upon any person who resides or
whose business address is outside the United States and who
is subject to the jurisdiction of the courts of this State,
as provided in this Section, in any action based upon product
liability may be nmade by serving a copy of the summopns with a
copy of the conplaint attached upon the Secretary of State.
The summons shall be acconpanied by a $5 fee payable to the
Secretary of State. The plaintiff shall forthwith mil a
copy of the sumons, upon which the date of service upon the
Secretary is clearly showm, together with a copy of the

conplaint to the defendant at his or her |ast known place of
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resi dence or business address. Plaintiff shall file with the

certificate of mailing a copy of the summobns and conplaint to
the defendant at such address as required by this subsection
(e). The <certificate of miling shall be prima facie
evidence that the plaintiff or his or her attorney mailed a
copy of the sumons and conplaint to the defendant as
required. Service of the summons shall be deened to have been
made upon the defendant on the date it is served upon the
Secretary and shall have the sane force and effect as though
sumons had been personally served upon the defendant wthin
this State.

(f) Only causes of action arising fromacts enunerated
herein may be asserted against a defendant in an action in
which jurisdiction over himor her is based upon subsection
(a).

(g) Nothing herein contained limts or affects the right
to serve any process in any other manner now or hereafter
provi ded by | aw
